offered them by the railroads Ju ly I. 
T h is schedule was 
emphatically re­ 
fused by the strik ers at the time it 
w as made. 
It offered an av erage in­ 
crease of 2'» per cent for all classes of

connected

T h e rail­ 
roads at the tim e of offering th e in­
